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1 . FOLLOWING RECEIPT REFTEL WE HELD FURTHER DISCUSSIONS 
WITH EC OFFICIALS AND SUBMIT HEREWITH A PROPOSED SCENARIO 
FOR THE PRESIDENT’S VISIT TO THE EUROPEAN COMMISSION. 

2. BEGIN SCENARIO: 

1420 - ARRIVE BERLAYMONT (CHARLEMAGNE ENTRANCE) BY MOTOR- 
CADE. THE PRESIDENT WILL BE MET AT THE ENTRANCE BY COM- 
MISSION PRESIDENT JENKINS, VICE PRESIDENT (EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS) HAFERKAMP, AND THE CHIEF OF PROTOCOL. (PHOTO 
OPPORTUNITY AT ENTRANCE). JENKINS WILL ESCORT THE PRES- 
IDENT AND PARTY INTO THE BUILDING AND DIRECTLY TO 
RESERVED ELEVATORS. THE PARTY WILL RIDE TO THE THIR- 
TEENTH FLOOR. WHERE JENKINS WILL ESCORT THE PRESIDENT 
TO HIS OFFICE. 
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1425 - RESTRICTED MEETING WITH PRESIDENT JENKINS. OTHER 
PARTICIPANTS ON THE US SIDE WILL BE SECRETARY VANCE, 

DR. BRZEZINSKI.AND AMBASSADOR HINTON. ON THE EC SIDE, 

TWO ADDITIONAL COMMISSIONERS (PRESUMABLY HAFERKAMP AND 
POSSIBLY ORTOLI), PLUS JENKINS' CHEF DE CABINET. 

OTHER MEMBERS OF THE OFFICIAL US PARTY WILL BE ESCORTED 
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TO A SMALL CONFERENCE ROOM ACROSS FROM JENKINS' OFFICE 
FOR AN INFORMAL MEETING WITH OTHER COMMISSION OFFICIALS 
WHILE THE RESTRICTED MEETING IS IN PROGRESS. 

1445 - PHOTO OPPORTUNITY FOR A POOL OF 12 US AND 12 
EUROPEAN JOURNALISTS IN JENKINS' OFFICE. 

1450 - JENKINS WILL ESCORT THE PRESIDENT AND OTHER RE- 
STRICTED SESSION PARTICIPANTS TO THE COMMISSION MEETING 
ROOM WHERE THE US OFFICIAL PARTY WILL PARTICIPATE IN A 
MEETING WITH THE FULL COMMISSION. (PHOTO OPPORTUNITY 
FOR THE REST OF US AND EUROPEAN PRESS POOLS OUTSIDE THE 
COMMISSION MEETING ROOM AS THE PARTY ENTERS) FOR INTRO- 
DUCTIONS, JENKINS WILL TAKE THE PRESIDENT AROUND THE 
LARGE CIRCULAR CONFERENCE TABLE, STOPPING TO INTRODUCE 
EACH COMMISSIONER. THE PRESIDENT WILL TAKE A SEAT AT 
PRESIDENT JENKINS' RIGHT. SECRETARY VANCE, DR. BRZEZINSKI 
AND AMBASSADOR HINTON WILL SIT AT THE PRESIDENT'S RIGHT, 

IN THAT ORDER. 

DURING INTRODUCTIONS, PHOTOS WILL BE TAKEN BY THE OFFICIAL 
COMMISSION PHOTOGRAPHER AND ONE OFFICIAL WHITE HOUSE 
PHOTOGRAPHER. AFTER THE PRESIDENT AND JENKINS HAVE TAKEN 
THEIR SEATS, A POOL OF 24 US AND 24 EUROPEAN JOURNALISTS 
WILL BE ADMITTED FOR A PHOTO OPPORTUNITY. 

1458 - AFTER PHOTOGRAPHERS HAVE LEFT, JENKINS WILL AGAIN 
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WELCOME THE PRESIDENT AND INVITE HIM TO OPEN THE DIS- 
CUSSION. 

1540 - MEETING ADJOURNS, JENKINS WILL ESCORT THE 
PRESIDENT TO THE ELEVATOR AND THEN TO THE CHARLEMAGNE 
ENTRANCE. THE REST OF THE PARTY WILL FOLLOW THE 
PRESIDENT TO THE ELEVATORS AND DESCEND TO CHARLEGMAGNE 
ENTRANCE, WHERE JENKINS AND HAFERKAMP WILL BID PRESIDENT 
AND PARTY FAREWELL. 

1545 - DEPART FOR NATO IN MOTORCADE. 

3. CONCERNING THE DURATION OF THE RESTRICTED MEETING 
BETWEEN THE PRESIDENT AND PRESIDENT JENKINS, JENKINS' 

CHEF DE CABINET HAS REITERATED JENKINS' FIRM DESIRE 
THAT THE MEETING BE SCHEDULED FOR A MINIMUM OF TWENTY 
MINUTES IN ORDER THAT THERE BE SUFFICIENT TIME FOR DIS- 
CUSSION OF DELICATE ASPECTS OF AGENDA ITEMS WHICH MIGHT 
NOT BE SUITABLE FOR DISCUSSION IN THE LARGER FORUM. 

(SEE SEPTEL FOR FURTHER DETAILS). 
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4. CONCERNING PARTICIPATION IN THE RESTRICTED MEETING, 

OUR SCENARIO INDICATES PARTICIPATION AS MUTUALLY AGREED 
UPON DURING THE NOVEMBER VISIT TO BRUSSELS OF THE PRE- 
ADVANCE PARTY. WE ASSUME NO CHANGE IN THAT AGREEMENT. 

5. WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE ADVANCE TEAM WHICH WILL ARRIVE 
HERE SHORTLY AFTER CHRISTMAS. HAS INDICATED THAT IT 
DESIRES TO DO A COMPLETE WALK-THROUGH OF THE EC SCENARIO 
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SOMETIME BETWEEN CHRISTMAS AND NEW YEAR'S DAY. WE WILL 
ARRANGE FOR THIS AT A MUTUALLY CONVENIENT TIME. WE 
URGENTLY NEED SPECIFIC INFORMATION ABOUT ANY OTHER AD- 
VANCE PARTY ACTIVITIES WHICH WILL REQUIRE THE PRESENCE 
OF COMMISSION OFFICIALS DURING THE INTER-HOLID A YPERIOD . 
NORMALLY, THE COMMISSION VIRTUALLY GOES OUT OF BUSINESS 
DURING THE HOLIDAYS AND IS MANNED ONLY BY A SKELETON 
STAFF. THEREFORE IF SPECIFIC ACTIVITIES, FOR EXAMPLE 
SUCH AS INSTALLING TELEPHONES AND OTHER COMMUNICATIONS 
EQUIPMENT, NEED TO BE ACCOMPLISHED BETWEEN CHRISTMAS 
AND THE NEW YEAR, ARRANGEMENTS MUST BE MADE NOW FOR 
NECESSARY COMMISSION PEOPLE TO ALTER HOLIDAY PLANS. IF 
ARRANGEMENTS ARE NOT MADE SOON, WE CANNOT COUNT ON PEOPLE 
BEING AVAILABLE DURING THIS PERIOD. 

6. IN THIS CONNECTION, WE WOULD ALSO LIKE TO BE INFORMED 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE ABOUT ANY SPECIFIC QUESTIONS WHICH 
MIGHT NEED TO BE TAKEN UP WITH COMMISSION MEDIA LIAISON 
PERSONNEL. IF THEIR PRESENCE WILL BE REQUIRED DURING THE 
INTER-HOLID AYPERIOD, WE WOULD LIKE TO KNOW PRECISELY FOR 
WHATPURPOSES. HINTON 
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
